(to soil, weather, time of 
planting, 
j methods of cultivation, etc., as to 
I make ^ it conclusive that the d iffe r­ 
ence in yield was primarily due to 
(the poisoning of the insect pests. 
Crop production conditions vary 
so mueh one season with another that 
scientific observers hesitate to ex- 
I press positive conclusions until re- 
, suits have remained constant over a 
reasonable period of yearn 
It seems reasonable, however, to 
j conclude from the above facta that, 
| uncertain as is cotton-growing u n ­ 
der weevil and flea infestation, our 
(farm ers can grow cotton profitably 
if poisoning is done systematically. 
I If begun early enough and persisted 
j in at proper intervals the results are 
j better than when delayed too long. 
Aud it follows logically that if aii 
I crops in a given community wen* be- 
, mg systematically treated through­ 
o u t the season the results would be 
j more favorable for all than where 
j only a tew are making a fight.

tween a little better than u bale to 
tour acres at a cost variously esti­ 
mated at from 50c to $3.00 per acre 
for poisoning, and a little worse than

Roosevelt so intended or whether it 
is by the very nature of the circum ­ 
stance, he nevertheless has set up 
before the American people the ne­ 
cessity for re-examination of the 
age-old Monroe doctrine and has 
brought up for fresh scrutiny the 
policies of President Woodrow* Wil­ 
son that were designed to establish 
eventually world peace by collectiv­ 
ist action. 
I think that it m ust be admitted 
that the Wilson policies for inter­ 
national peace have not worked. 
Anyone 
w h o 
examines 
them 
squarely and frankly must recog­ 
nize one outstanding 
inescapable 
fact: they have proved to be the 
illusions of an idealist. 
They constitute a landmark, how­ 
ever, and in so doing it seems to me 
they should serve as a guide on 
what not to do. 
Candidly, tile Wil­ 
son policies, beautiful in theory that 
they were, have been shown to be 
futile because they did not consider 
the perfidy nor the chicanery of E u­ 
ropean statesmen. They were pred­ 
icated upon a belief that the world 
leaders were sincere in their desire 
for peac e—and it is sad but true 
that such is not ll e case. 
In other 
words, the Wilson theories that were 
builded up into a supergovernment 
to be called the League of Nations 
overlooked the element of human 
fallibility. 
It requires only a brief review* of 
the history of the League of Nations 
to reveal the definite conclusion that 
there is an absolute lack of sin- !

Aires conference is to result in a 
definite understanding by which the 
peoples of the western hemisphere 
are welded together in an effective 
group, some understanding must be 
evolved which will replace the ill 
will engendered by the Monroe doc­ 
trine. Possibly, that understanding 
lies in the direction being followed 
by President Roosevelt.

I the other precinct were more pro- 
| grcssive than ours. 
Now let us see if they are more 
I progressive. 
If they are, then we 
must adm it that we 
do not 
know 
what the word 
progressive 
means. 
I This particular distn ct in the south- 
eastern part of M edina County has a 
I school tax of one dollar per hundred 
dollar valuation of property, and the 
property is assessed nearly double of 
, what it is for state and county pur- 
i poses. 
There is 
no private 
nigh 
| school there, because the people wno 
! would like to have such a school are 
'in most cases not able to pay the 
property tax for the public school. 
I here were filed in the District Court 
of this County a large num ber of tax 
suits for delinquent school taxes last 
year, as the records will disclose to 
anyone who cares to take the time to 
look into it. 
On the other hand, Castroville has 
a 
private 
school 
building 
costing 
$25,0000.00 which 95 per cent of the 
children of this district attend. I his 
school does not cost the State nor the 
County one cent, ami the pupils buy 
their own text books. To operate the 
public school here no special tax is 
needed, as the State apportionm ent 
of 250 scholastics all goes to the pub­ 
lic school, which am ounts to $5000. 
No tax suits have ever been entered 
against a delinquent 
tax payer 
in 
this whole commissioner precinct, for 
state or county taxes, much less for 
school taxes. The people in this pre­ 
cinct only vote for such taxes as they 
can pay. 
Now, dear readers, which do you 
think is the more prosperous and pro­ 
gressive?' 
The d istrict w here they 
pay their taxes and which has a clear 
record of never having had a tax suit 
filed against any of its taxpayers, or 
the district where taxes are so high 
that the tax payer cannot pay and has 
to be proceeded against by suit in 
the 
Court 
to r 
delinquent 
taxes? 
Judge for yourselves. 
And now, fellow citizens, do not 
listen to someone who hu.s ne inter­ 
est here, whose statem ents can be 
easily fonti adiated, if you look up 
the record.

stand idly by and let strangers come 
here and control their destinies, for 
some day you might wake up and re- 
g ie t your failure to give financial 
aid to those who protected you and 
yours, and then you will find it is 
too late.
